PIANOFORTE RECITALS BY 


MR. CLAUD BIGGS 


The musical’ recitals at the Royal Dublin 
Seciety’s premises, Ballsbridge, yesterday 
were given by Mr. Claud Biggs, Senior Pro- 
fessor of Piano at the Royal Irish Academy 
of Music. Listening to his playing one could 
not but reflect that while the concert sta 
world had lost a very gifted performer, the 
Irish Academy had gained a brilliant teacher. 
A glance at his programme revealed his 
catholicity of taste and his wide musical 
knowledge. There was i dull or 
commonp either in the afternoon or the 

ight, and while the works submitted were 
all musically attractive, most of them had the 
added merit that they had not been too often 
heard here. In the opening group there was 
an Allegro in E major, by Scarlatti, a bright 
little work, which had that charm of melody 
and simplicity of style so characteristic of 
Scarlatti. One liked also the atmosphere of 
freshness and liveliness which Mr. Biggs im- 
parted to his arrangement of the Bach Prelude 
and um in E major, No. 9, from the First 
Book of the “48.” In restrained manner 
the pianist brought out the beauty of this 
work, his easy, polished technique being a 
joy to study. Then came the big Sonata, No. 
108, in E major, of Beethoven. This is one 
of the last group of Sonatas which Beethoven 
composed, and in which he made extensive 
use of variations. Mr. Biggs read the work 
in a quiet, scholarly fashion, and made his 
points without overcrowding or exaggeration. 
Animation, with plenty of contrast of light, 
shade and tempi, was the feature of his = amy 
ing of the Brahms’ Variations and Fugue on 
a Theme by Handel. It is a very exactin 
work, which served to remind one tha 
Brahms in this sphere of composition could 
hold his own admirably. In a concluding 
group in the afternoon there were the brief 

rahms’ Intermezzo (Op. 117) in B flat minor; 
the delightful Fantasie, Impromptu, of 
Chopin, and the same composer’s Valse in D 
flat major, and Scherzo No. 4, opus 54, in 
E major.

CONCRETING METHODS 


DESCRIBED 


Mr. V. D. Harty, B.A., B.A.I., who, with 
other members of the Institution of Civil 
Engineers of Ireland, visited the power 
station and other works at Poulaphouca and 
Golden Falls last Wednesday, read a paper 
on “ Liffey Power Development: Concreting 
Methods,”’ before a meeting of the Institute, 
at the Hall, Dawson street, Dublin, last 
night. 

Describing the concreting methods used on 
the construction of the works, he said that 
the dam at Poulaphouca contained 50,000 
tons of concrete, and was 200 feet long, with 
a maximum height of over 100 feet. The 
power station contained 7,000 tons of 
concrete. The reservoir had an area of 5,600 
acres, and provided storage for 35 billion 
gallons of water. 

Over 100,000 tons of concrete had been 
placed on the works, and all the gravel and 
sand for that large amount had been obtained 
from a special gravel pit about a mile away. 
Irish cement had been used for all concrete, 
and nearly 80 per cent. of the total concrete 
had been eixed, at Poulaphouca. dam. 

All the materials for concrete had been 
tested regularly at a special testing labora-. 
tory. Nearly 1,000 concrete tubes had been 
tested in the laboratory. Modern methods of 
concreting, as recommended by Professor 
Walsh, had been used throughout the work, 
and had proved very satisfactory. 

Professor H. N. Walsh, M.E., President of 
the Institution, presided.

“ INDIA TO-DAY ”

Addressing the Presbyterian Association 
in Dublin last night on the subject of 
“India To-day,’’ Rev, W. Graham Mulligan 
explained why the British Government 
cannot, pay the price demanded by the 
National Hindu Congress Party of an im- 
mediate grant of All-Indian independence. 
The Congress is the largest party in India, 
but it does not represent the majority of 
Indians. There are three or four important 
sections in opposition—the native States 
(500 of them), and 100 million persons under 
the princes who hold their territories direct 
from the Crown, in some cases under very 
old treaties; the 90 million Moslems who 
have been welded into a new unity by 
reason of the extreme demands of the 
Congress Party; the ‘moderate sections 
among the Hindus who are satisfied to go 
slowly, but steadily, towards, if possible, a 
Dominion status. The Western idea of 
democracy as the right of the majority to 
rule is not immediately applicable to 400 
millions of people with so many different 
fundamental views on life. The Moslem 
antipathy to the Hindu has been widely in- 
creased, largely because of the attempt of 
Congress to seize all power for itself.

When citizens of neutral and peaceful 
Treland read of the damage that has been 
done by air raids across the Channel, they 
conjure up a picture of flattened houses, 
with here and there a body among the 
ruins. When they read that “ public 
services’? have been ‘‘temporarily dis- 
located’’ in such and such a city, they 
think in terms of omnibus and tramway 
services. They never think that ‘‘ public 
services ” include water, gas and electricity 
—any one of which matters far more to 
the average burgess than transport. 
Speaking in Manchester yesterday, Lord 
Woolton, the Minister of Food, said that 
‘the greatest trouble in this war on 
civilians and on domestic life in those 
places which had been heavily bombed 
arose from the fact that public utility 
services—gas, electricity and water—were 
knocked out, and because of that people 
were unable to cook their food in their 
own homes.” ‘There must be several 
British cities where German bombing has 
compelled a radical change in the people’s 
life. Gas, electricity and water mains can 
be repaired, but they cannot be repaired 
with such speed that normal life will not 
be dislocated for, at least, a matter of 
days. Has the lesson of these air raids 
upon British cities—which, no doubt, are 
reproduced upon German  cities—been 
taken properly to heart on this side of the 
Channel? Our country still is at peace, 
but, as the Taoiseach and other Ministers 
have insisted a hundred times over—there 
is no reason to assume that it will remain 
at peace for any length of time; nobody 
knows the moment when hostile aeroplanes 
may drone over Dublin and Cork. The 
result almost certainly—it is foolish to 
think otherwise—will be chaos. If an 
intensive attack is directed upon any of our 
cities, the odds are that some essential 
service will disappear for the time being ; 
and it is fair to ask: What pro- 
vision has been made against their 
disappearance? Great Britain is better 
organised than this country is—she 
has been on a war footing for more 
than a ycar—yet Great Britain’s plans 
are evidently not yet complete ; for other- 
wise the Minister for Food could not 
recommend the people of Manchester to 
““ prepare an emergency corps for handling 
public utilities,’ even if he adds, that 
“probably it has been done.” We in 
Ireland ought to be deriving profit from 
the experience of bombed cities in 
England, in Germany and elsewhere. We 
are reasonably confident of our ability to 
resist armed invasion; we have estab- 
lished, and are elaborating, a system of 
A.R.P ; but have we yet contemplated 
the possibility of a dislocation of public 
services, and have we made any provision 
against it? Regional Commissioners have 
been appointed, whose chief duty is, 
apparently, to look after food supplies.

HE bombs dropped on London last 
night were mainly of the high 


}explosive type, but in other parts of the 


south of England they were more varied, 
and, in addition to explosive missiles, 
there were incendiary bombs of several 
descriptions and flares and machine-gun 
bullets. For hours at a time machines 
came over in relays and raids were in 
progress simultaneously over wide areas. 
During the past few days many people 
have been rendered homeless, ‘and there 
is stated to be a ‘‘strong feeling’’ that 
women and children should be com- 
pulsorily evacuated from certain areas. 
There has been no compulsory evacuation 
so far, though it has been considered in 
the case of several places ‘on previous 
occasions, and each time it has been 
decided not to proceed with the compulsory 
plan. The question must now be recon- 
sidered by the Government, and the whole 
subject of evacuation calls for prompt 
review. Certain places in the suburbs, 
which are quite well known here, are still 
regarded officially as neutral areas, which 
means that they are neither districts to 
which children have been sent from other 
places nor areas from which children have 
been sent away, and there is an increasing 
demand that these places should be 
classified as evacuation areas, so that the 
children may be sent away under the 
Government scheme since facilities are not 
available for private evacuation, and the 
expenses would be prohibitive compared 
with the cost under the Government plan. 
The evacuation question must now rank 
equal in importance to the matter of pro- 
viding more and better shelters, and as 
the two sybjects are closely concerned with 
each other it is hoped that early and ful] 
attention will be paid to them. 


Too Much ‘* Black-Out ””

In one respect the Local Security Force 
authorities might take a tip with advan- 
tage from the Special Constabulary, or 
Local Defence Volunteers, or whatever 
the corresponding force in the North is 
called.

Sir Abe Bailey's Bloodstock 


The sale of the late Sir Abe Bailey’s 
bloodstock is dated for to-day at New- 
market. It is many a year since a dispersal 
sale of similar importance has taken place. 
Perhaps, the last was that of Sir Edward 
Hulton, about fifteen years ago, and then 
bloodstock was fetching peak prices. At 
that sale 77 lots made the formidable total 
of almost 300,000 guineas—very much more 
than their probate valuation. 

Before that, the last ‘‘ epoch-making”’ 
event was the dispersal of Lord Falmouth’s 
stock in 1884. when 111,790 guineas were 
realised for 79 animals. But the result of 
to-day’s sale is bound to be very different 
from those two. although the lots on offer 
are equally choice. 

Lots that will interest Ireland are Dan 
Bulger, the Cambridgeshire winner, and 
Lovely Rosa, that won the Oaks. Lovely 
Rosa is now seven years old. With her is 
being sold her filly foal bv Solario, and the 
fact that she is mated to Blue Peter 
enhances her value. 

Tiberius, the Ascot Gold Cup winner, is 
also in the list; and who knows if the two- 


year-old colt called ‘‘The Derby Star ”’ 


may not be a future Derby winner. Sir 
Abe Bailey. gave a big price for this 
youngster when he was put up as a 
yearling bv the National Stud. Another 
potential Derby winner is Sun Lore, but 
so far neither has been raced. 

Sir Abe Bailey had many links with 
this country, but, as far as I know, the 
only one who’ remembers was Michael 
Beary, the jockey, who wired a friend in 
South Africa to place a wreath on his 
coffin in memory of the days when he used 
to ride for him.

BIG CANADIAN STEP

A drastic curtailment of luxury imports, 
mainly from the United States, and higher 
Excise taxes and lower Customs duties on 
United Kingdom commodities were an- 
nounced in the House of Commons here to- 
day by the Canadian Finance Minister. This 
latest move to conserve foreign exchange 
came in the form of a miniature Budget. 

Certain imports, including passenger cars, 
sports goods, clothing and processed foods 
from non-sterling countries, except New- 
foundland, will be totally prohibited. 
Another wide list of commodities will be 
imported from non-sterling countries only 
under licence, These include motor vehicles 
other than passenger cars and all petroleum 
products. The Excise on new motor cars 
imposed in the last Budget is increased from 
10 to 20 per cent. 

To prevent Canadian manufacturers from 
endeavouring to meet the demand created 
by import restrictions, a 25 per cent. Excise 
tax is imposed on wireless sets, gramo- 
phones, electrical appliances of many kinds 
and cameras. ‘This tax is now ten per cent. 
on several of the items mentioned, 

As a means of increasing imports from the 
United Kingdom, the Minister announced 
the removal] of all Customs duties on cotton, 
artificial silk, bituminous coal, jellies, jams, 
marmalades,; furniture, gloves, mittens, and 
a number of miscellaneous items imported 
from Britain. The Customs duties on many 
other goods imported from the United 
Kingdom are sharply reduced 

The Minister proposed to reduce the duties 
on British pharmaceutical preparations, 
soap, earthenware, table cutlery, bicycles, 
electric motors, rugs, carpets, oilcloth, and 
linoleum. ! 

The conservation of foreign exchange under 
the new regulations would save the Govern- 
ment as much as $6,000,000 . (about

A British Aiz Ministry communiqué issued 
yesterday states :— 
“Last, night our bombers made an attack 


on the naval _ shipbuilding yards at 
Wilhelmshaven. All our aircraft returned 
safely.”’ 


The Air Ministry News Service states :— 

““ Even before the war it was a strict rule 
that the Marinewerft at Wilhelmshaven, one 
of Germany’s most important shipbuilding 
yards, should not be visited except by German 
subjects. Last night a small force of heavy 
bombers, in spite of very unfavourable 
weather, decided to ignore this regulation. 
The Marinewerft lies beside a large basin, 
from which a canal leads to the sea. War- 
ships of all kinds are built there, and there 
are six dry docks, in which a large number 
of submarines can be under construction at 
the same time. 

‘Our bombers came over Wilhelmshaven 
when the night was well advanced, and their 
attack ended not. long before dawn. The 
weather, which had kept all our aircraft at 
home on the night before, had not greatly 
improved. Clouds hung low over the town, 
and often made a continuous screen between 
our pilots and the ground. Visibility was 
never good, but there were occasions when 
the clouds parted,'and our bombers on the 
‘watch for just such a moment were able to 
take their aim. 

“ A large fire sprang up well within the 
limits of the shipbuilding yards, where a 
shower of incendiaries had fallen. Five bursts 
were seen on factory buildings between 
Hafen and the /‘Tirpitz Hafen when heavy 
high explosive bombs went. down.”’

He disclosed that the second war 
autumn had produced less disease 
and illness than they normally had in

“In the field of high military strategy the 


scene changes,” he said, “suddenly a 
belligerent makes a fresh thrust, swaying or 
shaking the conflict this way or that. Such

shocked its author. Mussolini expected a 
revival of the classic age of Rome, but it is 
an echo of the classic age of Greece that was 
sounded instead in the Mediterranean. 


SPIRITUALLY 
UNCONQUERABLE 


“In Britain, too, the prospect and task 
alter as the evening shadows fall earlier and 
we enter upon months of short days and long 
nights. The'German air terror—which had 
its greatest chance in September and 
October—has failed, It leaves the people of 
this bastion island materially stronger in 
relation to the enemy than they were before 
= spiritually in a mood that is unconquer- 
able. 

“The German eagle will send her swarming 
brood of airmen to bomb our towns and cities 
throughout the winter, but they will strike 
in vain. There is no reason to suppose that 
their assaults will meet with any greater 
success in the future than they have done in 
the past. Disease might sneak upon us under 
cover of winter fog, rain and darkness. 

“I am sometimes told that rumour has it 
abroad that serious epidemics are already on 
the prowl among our people, but you know 
that rumour is a lying jade.”’ 

Over twenty years of health and welfare 
work had produced a robust physical well- 
being among the people, he said. 

‘They have a power: of resistance to 
disease which is not only greater than that 
of. their own countrymen a generation ago, 
but also superior to that of the German 
people to-day. | 

“That, is one reason why we have already 
got through the second autumn of war with- 
out any more, and, even on the whole, with 
rather less scarlet fever, diphtheria, enteric 
fever, pneumonia or imfantile paralysis than 
we were accustomed to in the days of peace, 
and with an incidence of cerebro-spinal fever 
which is not alarming. 


DANGEROUS WINTER 


“But, it is the winter that is dangerous. 
It is the merciless cohorts of wind, rain and 
snow that sweep across the land in January 
and February and March that will test our 
health services to the uttermost. Then may 
come the germs and insect parasites. We 
are making our dispositions now to meet the 
attack, and there has been some novel 
placing of our defences. i 

'“Ouite apart from the quartering of a 
great host of soldiery throughout rural 
England some one and a half million civilians 

‘mostly women and children—had migrated 
from London and other centres to settle all 
over the agricultural counties. A vast ex- 
pansion of health services had been im- 
provised. 


IN THE BIG SHELTERS 


Then there was the problem set among the 
large populations who had stayed in the 
cities. It was sharpest in London. Vast 
public shelters, with their concourses of 
people, might become the nurseries of a series 
of epidemics. The best medical advice had 
been utilised, and the shelters were being 
transformed. Elaborate provision was being 
made for the prevention of disease. 

“The Government have financed the instal- 
lation of chlorinating plant in the works of 
all considerable water undertakings. Every 
effort, short of compulsion on parents, is 
being made to get children inoculated against 
diphtheria. 

‘The local medical officer of health carries 
out regular inspections, An endeavour is 
“being made to sterilise the atmosphere by 
disinfectant sprays, and experiments are 
being conducted in the wearing of masks to 
uil droplet or air-borne infection.”’ 

A new service of public health laboratories 
has been set up all over the country. An 
emergency hospital service, built on a Gargan- 
tuan scale, and designed primarily to treat 
the victims of the Germans, is ready to treat 
the victims of the germs. 

“So in this proud island the citizens are 
emcee for every winter foe. Let the 
bombs burst. Let the rains fall. Let the 
winds blow. We shall weather the storm; 
we shall survive the ordeal. 

“We shall still be grim and gay warriors 
when the spring returns. For we have a 
mightier purpose. It is another winter that 
we fight against—a winter more chilling, 
more deathly—the winter that kills all liberty 
when tyranny triumphs. We shall not cease 
to fight until the grip of that winter is loosed 
from Europe, and there breaks forth a new

In a leading article to-day The Times says: 
The statement which the Minister of Economic 
Warfare broadcast to the United States at 
the week-end on aspects of the war that 
concern his department has had the attention 
which its candour and vigour were bound to 
attract. Mr. Dalton’s estimate that the 
stocks of oil, rubber and copper in the coun- 
tries overrun by the German war machine last 
spring and summer have been exhausted, so 
that Germany is now back where she was 
six months ago, or worse, is, no doubt, 
founded on expert information. The strain 
imposed on Germany and her partner by the 
blockade is slow, but inexorable, in its 
operation, and every sign goes to show that 
it will eventually play the same decisive réle 
in bag about, the ultimate collapse as it 
did in 1918. The American people are not 
likely to underestimate its importance. The 
fifty American destroyers were a direct and 
timely help to the tightening of the blockade. 
Other forms of potential assistance, less 
spectacular but also much needed, were 
Indicated by Mr. Dalton in his broadcast. His 
concluding passages were devoted to some 
reflections on the world of the future which 
the war is being waged to create. While it 
is, as Mr. Dalton said, too soon yet to make 
a blue print of the new world, these problems 
are every day thrusting themselves on the 
attention of thinking people in all 
countries, and to dismiss the discussion 
of them as premature’ shows a mis- 
understanding of the realities of the situa- 
tion.

The immense productive 
resources of the world must be fully extended, 
both ta relieve poverty and create a new 
stardard of living, and in, so doing to give 
empioyment to the millions standing idle 
against their will. Mr. Dalton echoed the 
wish and the belief universally shared in this 
country that the close comradeship of the 
American people can be counted on in the 
discharge of this constructive task. The clear 
Ministerial recognition of the need for an 
economic plan of international scope will be 
welcomed in many countries.

ITALY GIVES A REASON 


The Italian Radio announcer last night 
blamed the weather, and spoke of Greece's 
numerical superiority. ‘‘If the fine weather 
had held out the Italian Army would have 
been victorious,” he said, “but Italy had 
no luck, Higher morale and superior trainin 
are not sufficient in face of the ated’ 
Superiority of the enemy. ‘The Italian com- 
mand, therefore, wisely decided to withdraw 
until the time when more men and material 
could be sent out. Greece, aided by nobody, 
will soon have to face an Italian offensive. 
All the land of Greece will be over-run.”’ 

This remarkable success, achieved under 

brilliant leadership, combined with courage 
and skill in the lower ranks, has ousted the 
Italians from Greece, commented a military 
spokesman in London yesterday. The key 
to the success in the North was the capture 
of Koritza, now ten miles behind the bail 
which is beyond Pogradets. 
_ Further advance will be at a slower pace, 
it is stated. The Greeks are now operating 
in country new to them, they have long and 
difficult lines of communication, and the 
Italians have brought up fresh troops. 


HEAVY AIR ATTACKS 


The South-West Albanian road, which is 
being used by the Italians to bring up their 
reinforcements, was successfully attacked by 
bomber aircraft of the Royal Air Force on 
Sunday. A low-level raid was carried out, 
despite heavy ground fire. The road was hit 
and an important bridge damaged, states the 
British Air Ministry News Service. Military 
buildings in Tepelene were bombed during a 
previous raid and a number demolished. A 
Jarge number of aircraft on the ground at 
Benina (Western Desert) were attacked. Two 
three-engined Italian bombers were destroyed 
and two others severely damaged. Bombs also 
fell among other aircraft on the tarmac.

The proof that Mussolini had blundered by 
invading Greece was provided by the acquisi- 
tion of new R.A.F. bases, said M. ‘‘Tam- 
bacopoulos. 

The proof of it, he said, is that since the 
cowardly and criminal aggression the bases 
on the Albanian and Italian coasts have 
been heavily bombarded by the R.A.F., who 
have found in Greece proper and in the 
islands all facilities for its operations against 
Italy. 

The crime and the blunder were all the 
greater in view of the fact that Mussolini 
and his Minister in Athens were several times 
warned officially that in no case would Greece 
yield to violence and injustice without a 
fight, because for three thousand vears Greece 
has put up heroic fights to defend her liberty 
af, the same time as that of civilisation and 
humanity.

Since June 6th, Italian raids on Alexandria 
and other cities have resulted in 155 dead 
and 425 injured, Hussein Sirry Pasha stated, 
in the most forceful declaration yet made by 
a member of the Egyptian Government on 
the Italian attacks on Egypt. Ninety-seven 
houses have heen destroved and 102 others 
partly demolished, he said.

PAPER BY MR. KEVIN 


MURRAY 


The history of the City of Dublin Junction 
Railways (the ‘‘Loop Line’’), now in existence 
for fifty years, was reviewed in a paper read 
by Mr. Kevin Murray to the Old Dublin 
Society last night. 

Mr. Murray commented on railway plans 
of the 17th century, which failed to be 
realised, including Vignole’s Watling street 
trunk line, to have been carried to Westland 
row on tall pillars along the quayside, and 
Frederick Barry’s scheme for the ‘‘ Dublin 
(1862), envisaging 
bridges across many streets. He then de- 


scribed the scheme, under the 1864 Act, for 
the ‘Dublin Trunk Connecting Railway,” 


which never was completed. 
After several further efforts to secure rail- 


way development in Dublin the Great 


Southern and Western railway line from 


Island Bridge to Glasnevin junction was 


opened in 1877, and a determined attempt 
was made by the then London and North’ 
Western Company to obtain the contract for 
the mail boat service, long held by the City 
of Dublin Company. This failed, but it was 
clear that the want of a rail connection be- 
tween Westland row and the other lines, de- 
laying the transit of the mails, might lose 
Kingstown the service, so a scheme was 
drawn up for the City of Dublin Junction 
Railways, and this was sanctioned by the 
Act of 1884. Great difficulties were at once 
encounteréd in the raising of the capital, and 
the project long trembled on the brink of 
failure. A rival line was actually sanctioned, 
to run from the Kingstown line at, Booters- 
town to join the G.S.W.R. at Inchicore, and 
so facilitate the transport of the American 
mails, then brought through Ireland. But the 
efforts of the ‘‘ Loop Line’s’’ promoters suc- 
ceeded at last, the final £50,000 of the money 
required being given by Lord Iveagh and 
some others. 
Dublin is still without a central station, 
although one formed part of a number of the 
schemes brought forward between 1862 and 
1890. When the Custom House was destroyed 
in 1921 the suggestion was put forward to 
make it a central railway station; it has also 
been proposed to roof-in the Liffey for the 
same purpose. 
The engineer who designed the ‘ Loop 
Line,” J. Chaloner Smith, in addition to 
being a distinguished engineer, was a widely- 
known expert on mezzotint engraving, and 
when his great collection was auctioned Sir 
Benjamin Lee Guinness purchased for the 
National Gallery many items for inclusion in 
our National Portrait Gallery. 
It is curious that the ‘‘ Loop Line’’ should 
be known by a name which does not describe 
it. The origin of the title is unknown.

HE question of the threatened closing 
down of Peamount Sanatorium was 
raised at the Dublin Corporation meet- 

ing last night by Alderman A, Byrne, T.D., 
who moved that the City Manager be asked 
to report on the matter. _ 

During the debate the City Manager stated 
that the matter was not his business nor 
that of the Corporation. Alderman Byrne said 
that the Corporation ought to do everything 
they could to prevent the closing down, which 
would result in fifty le in the Peamount 
industries being sent home. 

Mrs. Cosgrave said that there had never 
been any question of closing the Peamount 
Sanatorium, but it was thought that the in- 
dustries there would have to close down, as 
they could not be made to pay. There was no 
question of sending patients home. Thirty 
patients were employed in occupational 
therapy, and, if the industries closed down, 
these would return to the sanatorium. There 
had been a loss of £1,700 on the industries 
last year. 

The motion was defeated, only Dr. J. Han- 
nigan, T.D., and Alderman Byrne supporting 
it. 


A motion was introduced by Alderman 

Cormac. Breathnach, T.D., asking the City 
Manager to ensure the provision in future of 
sites for libraries, playgrounds and halls in 
newly-developed areas. He said ‘that the blame 
for much of the abuses complained of in new 
areas lay with the Corporation, which had 
no policy for the provision of social and re- 
creational facilities in new areas. It was 
almost barbaric to send thousands of people 
into the suburbs without these facilities. Mr. 
Martin O’Sullivan seconded the motion. 
_ Mr. P. J, Hernon, City Manager, said that 
in all the ge “rr “g schemes space was 
being allotted for the building of libraries, 
playgrounds and halls.

There was a 
Regional Commissioner for the City and 
County of Dublin, and the Counties of 
Wicklow, Kildare ahd Meath.

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AIR-RAID SHELTER 
FOR THE POPE

NEARING COMPLETION IN 
PAPAL PALACE

One hundred tons of steel are being built 
into the gas-tight air-raid shelter which is to 
protect Pope Pius XII. from any bombs that 
may be dropped on Rome. The shelter will 
probably not be completed until the beginning 
of next year. 

Vatican Prelates say the Pope has declared 
that he would not leave Vatican City for 
“any reason.” The Pontiff’s hopes for peace 
now rest only in Divine intervention, 
associates say. 

The Pope’s air-raid shelter is nearing com- 

letion in ground-floor rooms of the Papal 

alace. During an alarm, the Pope, if he 
went to the shelter, would. be escorted by two 
Noble Guards. The refuge would be sealed 
immediately by gas-tight iron doors. Once 
in his shelter, the Pope would find every- 
thing to pass the hours comfortably. The 
shelter is heated, lighted, and equipped with 
a small kitchen, bedroom, and corner reserved 
for prayer. There is also a miniature 
library. 
Shelters for ecclesiastical and lay residents 
of Vatican City already have been prepared, 
and the inhabitants instructed in their use. 
When there is an alarm lights are 
immediately cut from the central control, and 
the residents, with dimmed flash-lamps, hurry 
to the shelters, which then are sealed against 
gas. Priests, followed by all present, intone 
the Rosary. 

Should Rome be bombed, some Vatican 
Prelates say, the Pope—a Roman, who often 
has declared that he considered his native 
city sacred—probably would “' raise high his 
voice. of protest.”’ 

Before the war began France promised the 
Pope that it would not bomb Rome, but the 
British Government replied that, while it had 
no intention of bombing the city, its action 
would depend on that of Italy. Up to now 
the Eternal City has not been bombed. 

Since Italy entered the war Rome has had 
several air-raid alarms, but the only casual- 
ties were those caused by shell-splinters from 
Italian anti-aircraft.

Winter and the Car 


URING the winter months the car will 
DE uire more careful attention. Now, 
on wey it is too late, is the time to 

check everything, especially, perhaps, the 
electrical equipment. is 

Batteries should be overhauled, wiring 
examined, all terminals cleaned and made 
secure, the stock of spare fuses should be re- 
plenished if necessary, and so on. | . 

The cold weather will tend towards difii- 
culties in starting, and many unwise people 
will waste a great deal of precious petrol by 
extravagant use of the strangler. By paying 
timely attention to the induction system much 
of this waste can be avoided. Therefore, 
secure the, correct carburetter setting, make 
sure that there are no air leaks in the in- 
duction system, that the valves are seating 
properly and that the guides are not unduly 
worn, nor the tappets out of adjustment. 

Then, there are those much neglected 
items, the sparking plugs. Get the right type 
of plug for your particular engine; keep the 
plugs clean, adjust the gap at the points and 
so allow the plugs to do their part efficiently. 

One other little point not always thought 
of. In the damp weather the cooling fan will 
draw dirt through the radiator and.it will 
settle in a moist film on the plug insulators. 
This will give a ‘short circuit from the plug 
terminal to the plug body and will, in some 
instances, tend to make starting difficult. 
The remedy is to wipe out the outside of the 
plugs occasionally with a dry rag.

From Our TRAVELLING CorRESPONDENT. 
LONDON, Monday Night. 


HE following comment on the December 

I sales of bloodstock at Newmarket is 
from a writer in an authoritative Sun- 

day newspaper :—‘‘ It should be ible after 
this week’s sale to say whether there is more 
life in the hJoodstock market. There are some 
who believe that recent wins have dealt 
a blow from which it will take a long time 
to recover, but I do not take quite such a 
doleful view.”’ 
That seems in the main a pertinent view of 
the situation with which breeders are con- 
fronted. It is quite true that there are —_ 
who take a gloomy view—and present market 
conditions are enough to make anyone gloomy 
—and who believe that things will “ take a 
long time to recover.’’ It all depends on what 
is meant by “a long time,” and whether that 
embraces a term of years. 
It is as well, perhaps, to cheer ourselves 
with the reflection that the British bloodstock 
market has throughout the years been a won- 
derfully resilient affair. Parallels between tha 
present situation and that of the years 1914 
to 1919 have not always worked out ac- 
curately in other spheres, but we can hearten 
ourselves with the reflection that immediately 
the last war had finished there was an im: 
mense demand for bloodstock, and prices 
soared at once to a very high pinnacle. 


Idle Supposition 


I am not going to argue or predict that 
the same process will be repeated, at least on 
tha acale of twenty years ago. Possibly it will 
not; but that is an idle supposition, because 
no one can foresee what the general economic 
conditions will be like about the date we 
may expect things to be looking better for 
breeding and racing again. 

Taking into account what has happened to 
the French breeding industry, one can predict 
with some degree of certainty that for some 
years to come England and Ireland will be 
the only European sources of supply of 
thoroughbred horses. That, at least, is some 
consolation, and is an argument against tak- 
ing an entirely pessimistic view of the present 
situation. | ! 
The correspondent, who has been guoted above 
remarks in connection with the sale of the 
late Sir Abe Bailey’s horses this week : ‘‘ The 
only thing certain is that they will not realise 
anything like the total that would have been 
forthcoming before the war.” That, unfor- 
tunately, is too true.
